ROUTINE WHINING CAN BE 
ELIMINATED BY IGNORING IT 
QUESTION: 


My four-year-old daughter, Karen, is a whiner. She 
rarely speaks in a normal voice anymore. How can I break 
her of this habit? 


DR. DOBSON. 


There is a process called “extinction” that is very useful 
in situations like this. Here is how it works: any behavior 
that has been learned by reinforcement (i.e., by rewards) can — 
be unlearned by withholding those rewards. It sounds com- 
plex, but the technique is simple and very applicable to 
Karen's problem. 

. Why do you think she whines instead of speaking in a 
normal voice? Because you have rewarded that sound by let- : 
ting it get your attention! As long as Karen is speaking in 
her usual voice you are too busy to listen to her. Like most 
toddlers, she probably babbles all day long, so you have 
often tuned out most of her verbiage. But when she speaks 
in a grating, irritating, obnoxious tone, you turn to see what — 
is wrong. Therefore, Karen’s whining brings results; her nor- 
mal voice does not, and she becomes a whiner. 

In order to break the habit of whining, you must simply 
reverse the process. You should begin by saying, “I can’t hear 
you because you're whining, Karen. I have funny ears; they 
just can’t hear whining” After this message has been passed 
along for a day or two, you should show no indication of 
having heard a moan-tone. You should then offer immediate ° 
attention to anything she says in a normal voice. If this con- | 
trol of reward is applied properly, I guarantee it to achieve 
the desired results. Most human learning is based on this 
principle, and the consequences are certain and definite. Of 
course, Grandma and Uncle Albert may continue to rein- 
force the behavior you are trying to eliminate, and they can 
keep it alive. 


QUESTION: 


My husband is a good man, but he gets angry.at the... 
kids and says things that he later regrets. Help me convince 
him to be careful about these off-the-cuff comments. 


DR. DOBSON: 


Psychologist and author Abraham Maslow once said, “It 
takes nine affirming comments to make up for each critical 
comment we give to our children.” I believe he is right. All 
normal human beings respond negatively to criticism and 
rejection. Conversely, some of us crave affirmation so much 
that we'll do almost anything to get it. 

Children are especially vulnerable to those who use af- 
firmation to manipulate them. As someone said, “Whoever 
gives your kids praise and attention has power over them.” 
That could be a drug dealer, a gang member or anyone who | 
could harm them. People with evil intentions know how to _ 
use praise to get what they want from lonely kids. This is, in 
fact, the.technique routinely used by pedophiles to abuse 
their victims sexually. 

A highly skilled pedophile can enter a room full of chil- 
dren and instantly spot those who are vulnerable to affirma- _ 
tion. They can have those needy kids under their control in _ 
five minutes or less. 

All human beings have deep psychological needs for 
love, belonging and affection. If you don’t meet those long- 
ings in your children, I can assure you someone else will.

month of April to a high of 35 percent 
in the months of July and August. The 
percentage is higher during festivals. 
The three cities and the school 
districts have been the major providers 
‘of publicly owned recreation facilities. 
Undeveloped land in the townships is 
_available for the acquisition and devel- 
‘opment of recreational facilities. 
The Parks Committee, appointed 
_by the county Board of Commission- 
‘ers, provides oversight and guidance to 
the parks manager and develops oper- 
ational policies, rules and regulations 
regarding the use of the parks. The 
‘ Parks Committee consists of seven 
‘members. Recreation programming is 
' provided by Michigan State University 
-Extension. Programs are also provided 
by the cities, townships and the Village 
: of Boyne Falls and the school districts. 
In addition, various for-profit and 
‘non-profit organizations, such as Little 
League, offer recreation programs. 
The Parks budget is predicated 
‘upon operational and maintenance 


needs as determined by the County 
Parks Committee, and supplements 


the income derived from user fees. The 
operation of the county parks does not 


rely solely on user fees, according to 
the planning department. . 
Minor improvements to the 


county parks are funded by user fees at 


Whiting Park and 
county board appropriations. 


Major improvements and land acquisi- 


tions are funded 
with grant dollars. County funds 
are used to match grant dollars.

Red Devils battle hard in defeat

EAST JORDAN - The news wasn’t all bad for East Jor- 
dan in its 2009 home football opener last Thursday against 
perennial gridiron power St. Ignace. The Red Devils 
marched the ball with authority at times and did a number of 
good things in the 28-6 loss to the Saints. The problem was 
stringing enough of the good things together to beat a tal- 
ented team like St. Ignace. 

“We need more consistency,’ said Red Devil coach Bill 
Tisron. “We looked good at times and I thought the kids 
showed some character with that scoring drive (in the fourth 
quarter). They battled hard. The place where we're lacking is 
doing things right on every possession. That’s where we're 
striving to be.” 

East Jordan started the game with a strong defensive 

. stand, keeping the Saints from securing a first down when 
‘Ben Behling and David Sargent combined to stop quarter- 
‘back Gerrit Mortensen behind the line of scrimmage. 
After getting the ball, the Red Devils advanced from 
‘their own 38 to the Saint 26 in 10 plays, moving the chains 
: three times. The big play in the drive was a 7-yard burst off- 
‘tackle by the Man Plow, fullback Michel Mumich, on a third- 
‘and-4 play from the Saints’ 43. It was one of many positive 
yardage runs between the tackles for the hard-driving Mu- 
‘mich. 
‘The drive fizzled, though, when the Red Devils lost a 
‘fumble. After their initial success, they were not able to gen- 
, erate the same kind of offensive rhythm again until the third 
: quarter. After getting three first downs on their opening 


senior quarterback Teddy Snowden and a 10-yard hookup 
from Snowden to glue-fingered tight end Andrew Nemecek. 

The Red Devils were eventually forced to punt, however, 
and St. Ignace continued its scoring trend, putting points on 
the board for the third straight possession. 

This time, it was Mortensen finding receiver Cole Chris- 
tiansen in the end zone for a 27-yard TD and a 19-0 advan- 
tage on the scoreboard. 

On the Saints’ next two possessions, they added to the 
lead when Mortensen boomed a 40-yard field goal with 3:23 
left in the third quarter and threw nine yards to Austin St. 
Louis early in the fourth quarter. On the drive in which 
Mortensen booted the field goal, East Jordan safety Akeem 
Brogan prevented a touchdown by leaping high to break up a 
pass in the end zone. 

With 10:23 remaining in the game, the Saints led 28-0 
and the outcome was not in doubt. At this point, East Jordan 
could have easily folded the tent and just played out the re- 
maining time on the clock. 

It didn’t happen, though. After the Red Devils’ giant 
sophomore lineman D.J. Steinhoff recovered a fumble, there 
was a noticeable momentum shift in the game. 

St. Ignace still had its first-string defense on the field.

DNR FISH REPORT 


Cooler temperatures along 
‘with rain last week did push 
salmon into some of the rivers, 
especially on the west side of 
the state where the runs are typ- 
ically one or two weeks ahead of 
the east side. Boats trolling out 
in the Great Lakes are still 
catching fish. September looks 
to be a good month for trout 
and salmon fishing. 

Petoskey - Anglers are 
doing well for salmon and lake 
trout when fishing 100 to 125 
feet down in waters 130 feet 
deep with green and white or 
chartreuse glow flies behind 
green and white dodgers or 
flashers. More fish are showing 
up on the banks and staging be- 
fore they start the spawning 
process. 

Crooked Lake - Anglers 
targeting bass, walleye, and pike 
in 10 feet of water along the 
weedbeds are casting fire-tiger 
or blue and white crank baits or 
white spinners. 

Charlevoix - Boat anglers 
continue to catch fish just off 
the bottom in waters up to 130 
feet deep. Pier and shore anglers 
are also catching fish. 

Lake Bellaire - Surface 
temperatures are still around 
the mid to low 60’s throughout 
the entire lake. Pressure for 
* walleye continues to be high 
with a few fish caught each day. 
Anglers are trolling and jigging 
near the Fisherman's Paradise 
Access, the Northwest Arm and 
the Narrows. Try crawler har- 
nesses, spoons, stick baits or 
floating jigs with leeches or 
crawlers in 10 to 40 feet of 
water. Bass have been caught on 
artificial worms, tube baits or 
crank baits. Pike were caught by 
those trolling crawler harnesses 
or casting spoons near the 
mouth of the Intermediate 
River and the Grass River outlet 
in 8 to 12 feet of water. Perch

Traverse City - Salmon 
fishing slowed in the East Bay 
however whitefish could be 
found in the southern portions 
of the bay when jigging white 
spoons. In the West Bay, salmon 
action was hit-or-miss around 
the “Hole” and the Red Buoy. 
‘The fish were scattered due to 
warm water pushed back into 
the bay. 

‘Mullett Lake - Bass are hit- 
ting on sand colored tube baits, 
spinners and drop shot min- 
nows in waters as shallow as 4 
feet or as deep as 14 to 17 feet. 
Perch and rock bass were hit- 
ting in the shallows. Walleye 
were caught when trolling 
crawler harnesses in 35 to 45 
feet of water along the north 
end of the lake. 

Rogers City - Most of the 
action has been between Calcite 
and Adams Point. Those fishing 
between Adams Point and Swan 
Bay were running J-Plugs and 
Bombers on highlines and 
planer boards. Try halfway 
down in waters 45 to 75 feet 
deep. Good colors were green, 
blue, silver and chartreuse or 
black and white. Use anything 
that glows early and late. An- 
glers were catching mostly chi- 
nook along with the occasional 
lake trout, brown trout or wall- 
eye. 

Presque Isle - Anglers are 
fishing straight out from the 
Red Can or north between the 
lighthouses. Stoneport has also 
been good however anglers 
need to watch out for the com- 
mercial fishing nets. 

Rockport - Anglers are 
doing well around Middle Is- 
land in about 90 feet of water. 
They caught lake trout and 
salmon when trolling spoons. 
Good colors were green and sil- 


Alpena - Has good wall- 
eye fishing for those trolling 
the channel into the bay with 
crawler harnesses, body baits 
and reef runners. Other hot 
spots were Thunder Bay Is- 
land, North Point and along 
the north shore in 20 to 30 
feet of water. 

Thunder Bay River - 
Fishing was slow however 
salmon have started jumping 
in the river. Boat anglers are 
trolling near the mouth in 20 
to 30 feet of water. 

Harrisville - Fishing 
continues to be steady. Boats 
trolling straight out of the 
harbor and fishing in 75 to 90 
feet of water have caught 
salmon and steelhead. The 
salmon were hitting on 


downriggers 10 to 20 feet off — 


the bottom and steelhead on 
sliders, dipsey divers and lead 
core. Lake trout were scat- 
tered but once you find them, 
catch rates were good. 

Au Sable River - Those 
fly fishing continue to do well 
on brook trout and brown 
trout. Salmon had not yet 
started to come into the river 
however the run should start 

_ soon. A few walleye have 
been caught in the early 
morning or late evening. 

Higgins Lake - Those 
jigging or trolling are still 
catching lake trout. A few 
perch were caught around the 
Sunken Island and lots of 
rock bass have been caught 
all over the lake. 

Houghton Lake - Those 
jigging leeches or trolling 
crawler harnesses have 
caught walleye. Many were 
sub-legal. Bluegill and crap- 
pie were in the weedbeds and 
some nice pike were caught 
on spoons, spinner baits or 
large minnows. 


Leland - Good catches 
were still coming for those 
fishing the north end of 
North Manitou Island. Most 
fish were in 120 to 130 feet of 
water however recent storms 
and cooler temperatures have 
the fish moving into shallow 
waters. Those fishing along 
the First Bank did well in the 
evening when trolling 
spoons, plugs and flies. 

Glen Arbor - The west 
side of South Manitou Island 
is still a favorite spot for 
those looking for chinook 90 
to 120 feet down. At sun- 
down, anglers are heading to 
Pyramid Point and Canners 
Point. 

Glen Lake - The M-22 
Bridge is open for boat traffic 
even though it is under con- 
struction. Perch anglers are 
starting to pick up good 
numbers when using wigglers 
in the shallows in the early 
morning. 

Frankfort - The north 
wind last weekend pushed 
some fish into the harbor. 
Both pier and boat anglers 
were catching good numbers. 
Boats were trolling in 80 to 
100 feet of water near the 
Shelf with green, blue or glow 
plugs. Those fishing off the 
pier did well when casting 
green or blue Cleo’s and live 
alewife. 

Betsie River - Cooler 
weather has anglers catching 
more fish when casting squid 
or floating spawn at the 
upper and lower River Road 
Bridges, and from the 31 
Bridge all the way up to the 
dam. Trolling inside Betsie 
Lake has been somewhat 
slow, but casting squid and 
other spinners in the river 
channel did produce some 
good catches.
